From the London Gazette Extraordinary. 
DowninG-STREET, Sept. 16. 


A dispatch, of which the following is a 
copy, was received yesterday evening from 
Lieut. Gen. Sir Hew Dalrymple, comman- 
ding his majesty’s troops in Portuyal, ad- 
dressed to Lord Viscount Castlereagh, one 
of his Majesty’s principal secretaries of 
state, and brought by captain Dalrymple, 
military secretary to Sir Hew Dalrymple. 

Head Quarters, Cintra, September 3, 1808. 
My Lerp, 

I have the honour to inform your Lordship that 
T landed in Portugal, and took the command of the 
army on Monday the 22d of August, the next day 
afier the battle of Vimiera, and where the enemy 
sustained a signal defeat, where the valour and 
discipline of British trocps and the talents of Brit- 
tsh officers were eminently displayed. 

A few hours after my arrival, General Kil'er- 
mann came in with a flagof truce from the French 
general in chief, in order to propose an agreement 
for a cessation of hostilities, for the purpose of 
concluding a convention for the evacuation of Port- 
egal by the French troops The inciosed contains 
the several articles at first agreed upon and signed 
by Sir Arthur Wellesley and genera: Killermann; 
but as this was done with a reference to the Brit. 
ish admira', who, when the agreement was com- 
municared to him, chjected to the 7ih arricte, 
which had for its object the disposal of the Rus- 
sian fleet in the Tagus, it was finally concluded 
that Lieut. Col. Murray, Quarter Master general 
to the British army, and general Killerman, 
should procced to the discussion of the remaining 
articles, and finally to conclude a conventioii for 
the evacuation ef Portugal, subject to the rarifica- 
tion-of the French general in chief, and the Brit- 
ish commanders by sea and land. 

After considerable discussion and repeated refer- 
ence to me, which rendered it necessary for me to 
avail myself of the limited prriod lately prescrib- 
ed for the suspéhsion of hostilities, in order to 
move the army forwards, and to place the several 
columns upon the routes by which they were to 
advance, the convention was signed, and ratifica- 
tion exchanged on the 30th of last month. 

That no time might be lost in obtaining anchor- 
age for the transports and cthet shipping, which 
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had for some days been exposed to great peril on 
this dangerous coast .and to insure the communi- 
cation between the, army and the victuallers, which 
was cut o@ by t'rc badness of the weather, and 
the surf upon the shore, I sent orders tothe Bufis 
and the 42d regiments which were cn board trans- 
ports with Sir Charles Corton’s fleet, to land, and 
take possession of the forts on the Tagus, when- 
éver the admiral thought i: proper todo so, ‘This 
was accordingly carried into execution yesterday 
morn'ng, when the forts of Cascais, St- Julien’s, 
and Bugio, were evacuated by the French troops, 
and taken possession of by ours. 

As Llanded in Portugal, entirely unacquainted 
with the actual state of the French army, and ma- 
ny circumstances of a local and incidental nature, 
which doubtless had great weight in deciding the 
question; my own opinion in favor of the expe- 
diency of expelling the French from Portugal by 
means of the convention the late defeat had in- 
duced the French general in chief to solicit, instead 
of doing so by a continuation of hostilities, was 
principally founded on the great importance of 
time, which the season of the year rendered pe- 
culiarly valuable, and which the enemy could ea- 
sily have consumed in the protracted defence of 
the strong places they occupied, had terms of 
convention been refused them, 

When the suspension of arms was agreed upon, 
the army under Sir John Moore had pot arrived, 
and doubrs were even entertained whether so large 
a body of men could be Janded on an open and a 
dangerous beach ; and that being effected, wheth- 
er the supply of so large army with provisions for 
the ships could be provided for, under all the dis- 
advantages to which the shipping were exposed. 
During the negociation, the former difficulty was 
overcome by the activity, zeal, and intelligence of 
captain Malcolm, of the Donegal, and the officers 
and men under his orders, but the possibility of 
the latter seems to have been at an end, nearly at 
the moment it was no longer necessary. 

Captain Dalrymple, of the 18th dragoons, my 
military secretary, will have the honour of deliv- 
ering to your Lordship this dispatch. He is fully 
informed of whatever hes been done under my 
order, relative to the service on which I have been 
employed and can give any explanation thereupon 
that may be required.

Portugal Convention. —We have heard it pleaded 
in behalf of those who signed the convention, that 
Junot had taken a strong posirion ar Cintra, where 
he might have maintained himself, perhaps, for a 
fortnight, or a month; and that it was better to 
enter into this agreement, which would enable us 
immediately to send a considerable army to the as- 
sistance of the Spaniards, than to lose time in 
reducing him by foree. But we have not been told 
why he was allowed to get possession of this post. 
Ve were informed that Sir Arthur Wellesley, im- 
mediately after the battle of Vimiera, proposed to 
detach a strong Corps to intercept his retreat; and 
it is new move than ever desirable that some expla- 
nation should be given why this advice was not act- 
ed upon. With respect to the latter part of the 
apology, that the convention wouid give us a large 
disposable force to send in aid of the Spaniards, it 
is alrogeher fallacious ; we have merely changed 
the scere of action; and instead of fighting Ju- 
not in Portugal, we are going to fight him in Spain, 
and that (oo in circumstances which will certamly 
be much less advantageous, because in Poriugal 
we had a decided superiority over him ; whereas, 
it is by no means obvious that this will be the case 
in Spain. Let it be observed too, that the French 
are to have the start of us, and that they are to 
be conveyed to France in those very transports 
which were writing for the purpose of conveying 
our troops to Spain. In short, (though it is with 
pain inexpressible we szy it) we do not see that 
much, if any thing, hasbecn obtained with a view 
to the great object of the war, namely, the dimi- 
nu ion of Bonaparte’s power by the military ope- 
ra:ions in Portugal. We certainly owed something 
better to the memory of these brave men whio 
fought and fell in the battles of Relera and Vimi- 
era, than such a tame surrender of the laure!s 
which they so hardly and so gloriously won.

While Bonaparte is giving away king- 
* «doms, and principalities, and dukedoms, to 
his relations and fflends; while it sl:ould 
seem as if he considered all Europe at his 
disposal, and the European territories to be 
the property of his august House, one of 


his aconhers ink that the, Con- 
divert afford 44, s ed asylum for 


him, and that he is not safe so long as he 
remains within the power and reach of Na- 
poleon—Our readers will readily anticipate 
that Lucien Bonaparte is the brother to 
whom we allude.—It may gerne have 
astonished some persons that thi man, dur- . 
ing all the successes of Bonaparte, from 
his appointment to the Consulate to his sei- 
zing the Imperial dignity, has remained in 
his, original untitled state, though we be- 
lieve he preserves the barren title of Sena- 
tor; an exile from France, living im a small 
town on the coast of the Adriatic, and hav- 
ing no correspondence nor intercourse 
whatever with the rest of the family. It 
has not been the faut of Napolegn Bona- 
parte that he has remained in this obscuri- 
ty." But soon after the appointment of Bo- 
Haparte to the Consulate for life, atotal al-

«<(s.——Napoleon would take the liberty to 
take him to task upon the profligacy of his 
habits, and Lucien would retort upon the 
greater wickedness and apostacy of Napgle- 
on. He upbraided him with the departure 
from those principles which he had profes- 
sed, and which had led to his elevation, He 
charged him with ingratitude to him (Lu- 
cien) who had been the means of prevent- 
ing him, in the memorable sitting at St. 
Cloud, from sharing thefate of other dem- 
eg ea was banished, and retir- 
ed to Italy. Exile, Napoleon thought, 
would tame his spirit; and the desire of 
sharing in the fortunes and titles ofhis fam- 
ily, would induce him to be more submis-

posed to abate the ardor of his ambition, and 
desire of power—He had married a woman 
whom he was passionately fend of, and by 
whom he has several children. —Departing 
at once from all his former habits, this once 
profligate and dissolute man applied him- 
self with assiduity to the care and education 
of his family, fulfilling the duties of a fa- 
ther with the greatest exactness. Often 
has Bonaparte endeavored to lure him back 
tothe paths of ambition by the offer of ti- 
tles, and power, and possessions ; but this 
was constantly clegged with a demand 
of divorcing bis wife. This demand was 
scornfully and peremptorily rejected. Of 
late perhaps threats have been addedio 
those offers ; and Bonaparte, who was once 
so eminently indebted to the firmness and 
talents of Lucien, may think that he is the 
only one of his biothers who can do him 
service in the great crisis.—Be this as it 
may, Lucien feels timself insecure while 
within the reach of his Brother, and has ac- 
tually applied to the King of Sardinia, and 
to Mr. Hill, his majesty’s Envoy at Caglia- 
ri, for passports for himself and family to 
0 to the United States of America: And 
thus, as if no instance were to be wanting 
to set this great country in the most direct 
and honorable contrast with France, we fur- 
nish Europe with another proof of Great 
Britain being the nation that protects and 
rescues others from tyranny and oppres- 
sion.—A brotherof the Emperor of France, 
the King of Italy, and the Protector of the 


Confederation of the Rhine; he who laid | 


the foundation for this Emperor’s power 
and greatness, feels no security under his 
brother’s power ; admits that safety is only 
to be found under the arm of Great Britain, 
and applies tous to snatch him from the 
dangers which he apprehends from one of 
his own blood, from his Brother ! 

Lucien Bonaparte’s demand of passports 
is understood to have been granted by our 
Minister, and he is now probably under the 
protection of Great Britain; that is, on the 
high seas—Lucien must indeed have a 
pretty confident opinion of his brother’s for- 
tune being on the decline, since he feels it 
necessary to run away from Europe, for 
fear of being made a King. 

On the authority of a morning paper we 
state, that our ministry have granted a pass- 
port to Lucien Bonaparte, to enable him to 
escape to America.—Lon, Papi.

Testimony in favour of the Holy Bible. 


The Rev. John F. Usco, chaplain to the 
English factory at Smyrna, now residing 
in London, bas published a brief narrative 
of his travels and literary life. He was born 
in Prussia, December 12th, 1760, and was 
licensed to preach the gospel in 1780. In 
1789 he was appointed chaplain to the En- 
glish factory at Smyrna, by the Levant 
company. In his travels he visited very 
many of the places which are mentioned in 
the holy scriptures. He visited Bethlchem, 
ancits vicinity, the Mount of Olives and 
Bethany. He passed the Mountain Carmel 
to Nazareth, Taber, Taberas, the L>ke 
Genesaret, on the river Jordon. He was at 
Tyre and Sidon, and passed over the moun- 
tain Lebanon. He visited the islands of 
the Archipelago and the Continent of Asia 
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Minor He was at Miletus, Epesus, 
Thyatita and Pergamos. He examined 
the state of the seven churches mentioned 
in the Revelations of St. John. He visited 
Nineveh and the ruins of ancient Babylon : 
Of these he observes, “ When I approach- 
ed these immensely extensive ruins, I was 
amazed at the exact accomplishment of the 
prophecies ofthe Old Testament, by the 
prophet Isaiah.” His narrative is conclu- 
dec with this interesting declavation: «J 
must here declure, to the henor of the Bible, 
that I did not find during my travels, one 
circumstance inthe Holy Scriptures con- 
trary to the present manner and customs of 
the East, or to geography, and the situation 
of the different places mentioned therein ; 
but on the contrary, all is confofmable to 
the different propkecics and descriptions in 
the sacred writings.”

Died, in London, Mr. Henry Furgeson, 
Zt. 94, a native of America: he was found 
dead near the tower; and 15,000/. in bank 
notes were discovered sewed in between

It was remarked of him, that when he was 
out, begging, he was employed either in 
reading or writing; and being master of 
the various European languages, and al- 
ways at home with any passer-by, his plea- 
sing address and quaint remarks obtaine:! 
him many friends. It is not known that he 
has left any relations in England or in the 
United States of America.
